Coiiimuiiisit» Drive to 
Cut Off U.«[.^at Seoul 



Korea: Blasting with tanks and 
artillery, Chinese Communists 
were driving . southward In the 
mountains of Central Korea, 
threatening to cut oft American 
troops fighting In the outskirts 
of enemy- Seoul. Fighting 
desperately to stem this drive, 
the' main force o{ which Is ex- 
pected to shift wiestward towards 
Seoul, Allied force* were holding 
their lines at a' point 3S ^mllei 
west of Seoul, 

Claiming new t.ncllcs Fifth Air 
Force officials claimed (hat pilots 
had found the answer to Commun- 
ist camouflaging of military vehi- 
cles and were claiming 200 vehicles 
destroyed or damaged in yester- 
day's fighting. 

Tokyo: General MacArlhur re- 
turning to his headquarter'a here 
after a lour of Inspection of the. 
Korean front, said that "talk of 
crossing the 38th parallel except 
by patrols at this Is purely aca- 
demic." The genepsl emphasised 
the fact that the UN Is Involved 
In a military manoeuvre and that 
it would be military ifaetors and 
not political ones that will keep 



the UN troops south of the 38th 
parallel for the present. 
A far greater toll of Chinese lite 
must be taken, the general believes 
before the Allies can expect a mill 
tary decision. General MacArthur 
is known to believe the campaign 
can only be won by full control o( 
North Korea. Again, for the fourth 
time in a public appeal MacArthuv 
asked for permission to bomb Chi^ 
ncsc bases. 

Lake Success: "rwlcc today, the 
U.N. gave the United States thump 
Ing votes of confidence as the world 
body defeated a Russian résolution 
condemning the U.S. as an aggrcs: 
sor against Formosa. At the same 
time it also refused to slap the U.S. 
for bombings of Cliincsc, territory 
along the North Korean iTordcr. The 
nu.s.sian resolution.'! were defeated 
by votes 48-5 and 51-5 respectively. 

Reaffirming American support 
of the Chiang regime of what Is 
left of Nationalist China, Edward 
A. Gross, ù;B.^dclcipite,; said that 
the U.S. covè'mment^ms opposed 
to letting the Felping regime Into 
the U.N. as long as they continue 
their aggression In Korea.
